Thi 
president says instructions hare bee 
issued which cancel all orders for th 
preservation of ttatu»quo, and that neith 
er you nor Packard are longer bound te 
observe it; that he means the people e 
Louisiana should be as free in thei 
affairs from federal interference As th _ 
people of Connecticut, and that there 
will be no disposition to interfere with 
them any more than with the people o 
New York. The president concurs with 
us that yen immediately issue a procla 
mation and urge protect)on, amnesty am 
peace. Being asked if a poasecxecutini 
the process of Nicholl'i court would bi 
interfered with by the military, the pres 
ident replied no more than in any othe 
state. Being asked if Nicholl's officers 
should take pooeisUn of the offices in 
the state without aob violence, wouh 
there be military interference, be repliec 
there would be none; that the military 
would only be need as it had been OBCI 
in New York and would be In any of th» 
states to overcome mobs too formidable 
for the civil powsr of the state author!

It it under- 
stood that the oath will also be taken 
So morrow in the usaal farm, M part of 
ihe ceremonies at the capital. 


This forenoon the president and Mrs. 


Hayes accompanied Mrs. Sherman to 
iho Epiphany Egitoopal ohuroh, the 
party walking a short distance from 
Senator Sherman'» house to church. 


The ex-president and family will 


leave the white house to-morrow morn- 
ing. The mansion has been pat in the 
most complete order for the reception 
of its new inmates. 


The retiring president has been vis- 


ited by many personal friends to-day, 
lie is fatigued from constant labor ats 
tending the close of his official career, 
und freely expresses his gratification 
Lhat he is now oat of office.
